FRENCH WOMEN 
AID VETERANS IN 
FIGHTING POLICE 


March With Disabled Ex-Sol- 
diers Who Again Use 
Crutches as Weapons. 


PARIS, Dec. 17.—Five thousand 
crippled French war veterans, most- 
ly from the provinces, swung 
crutches and canes again yesterday 
in a clash with police in which sev- 
eral of both police and veterans 
were injured. 

Women and children, wives and 
daughters of the former war he- 
roes, were among the demonstra- 
tors, whose numbers exceeded 
those of any previous demonstra- 
tion. Each Sunday the veterans 
assemble on the streets of Paris to 
protest against Government pension 
cuts. : 

The veterans marched down 
the broad sidewalks 10 abreast 
about haif a mile to the Clemen- 
ceau statue. Half a dozen crippled 
men with medals strung across 
their breasts and riding in mechan- 
ical wheel chairs headed the pa- 
rade. . 

The marchers carried a >lacard 
decorated with a death’s head and 
bearing the words “Give Us Enough 
to Live On.” 

Shouts from the crowd were di- 
rected at the statue of the war 
time Premier: “You made us fight, 
now see that we are paid.’

Witness Testifies English Black- 
shirt Leader Struck Him in 
Disturbance at Meeting.

— Sir 
Oswald Mosley, who hopes to es- 
tablish a blackshirt Government in 
England, and three of his follow- 
ers went on trial today on charges

late, the four pleaded not guilty. 
The charges grew from disorders 
at a blackshirt meeting in a 
ing Oct. 9. Co-defendants ith 
Mosley are William Joyce, director 
of propaganda; Capt. Charles H. B. 
Budd, a regional officer, and Ber- 
nard Mullans. Sir -Patrick Hast- 
ings, one of England’s most noted 
attorneys, heads the defense coun- 
sel. 

In outlining the case prosecutor 
John Flowers emphasized that the 
hearing “is not a political prosecu- 
tion” but that the Government is 
concerned with “the very disgrace- 
ful, discreditable and violent state 
of affairs in the streets of Worth- 
ing.” 

Jack Pritchard, who said he had 
been a bystander, testified that 
Mosley struck him with his fist on 
the chin during the Worthing dis- 
turbance after some one in the 
crowd pushed him against the 
blackshirt leader.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17. — In- 
dividuals with incomes of $5000 and 
over in 1932 owned . $3,609,053,815 
worth of wholly tax exempt bonds 
and received $202,684,035 in interest 
on which they paid no Federal in- 
come taxes, according to the Treas- 
ury Department’s report on sta- 
tistics of income for 1932, made pub- 
lic today. 

Their aggregate total income was 
$5,369,646,106 in 1932; their net tax- 
able income amounted to $4,243,768,- 
226, on which they paid $286,888,- 
387 in, income taxes, or 86.95 per 
cent of the total for the year. 

The tax exempt securities were 
obligations of the Federal Govern- 
ment and its possessions and the 
bonds of State or their political sub- 
divisions. In addition to the wholly 
tax exempt securities, there were 
in the hands of individuals $731,- 
203,437 worth of partly tax exempt 
ecurities paying interest amounting 
to $34,881,888. About $29,000,000 of 
the $34,881,888 was subject to Fed- 
eral surtaxes. 

The Treasury Department's fig- 
ures cover only those tax exempt 
securities held by persons having 
1et income of¥$5000 and over. There 
are no Statistics available from in- 
come tax returns showing the 
amount of such securities held by 
individuals in the bracket of $5000 
and under. 

20 Incomes Over Million. 
The Treasury report revealed that 


'of the 20 persons who had net in- 


comes of $1,000,000 and over in 
1932, the two individuals in the top- 
most bracket, the taxpayers who 
had net incomes between $4,000,000 
and $5,000,000, owned $117,211,000 
worth of wholly tax exempt securi- 
ties on which they received $4,344,- 
491 in interest. Between them they 
owned only %5550 worth of partly 
tax exempt obligations on which 
they received $236 in interest. 

These two fortunate taxpayers, 
however, had a combined gross in- 
come of $23,422,000 and a total net 
taxable income of $9,289,860. Be- 
sides paying 49.8 per cent of their 
net income or $4,626,275 in income 
tax to the Federal Government, they 
also paid other taxes amounting 
to $1,400,973. 

_ The 18 others in the $1,000,000 to 
$5,000,000 net income groups. de- 
rived a smaller proportion of their 
income from tax exempts. The 12 
taxpayers. in the $1,000,000 to $1- 
000,000 class had a total income of 
$18,757,000, a combined net income 
of $14,120,088, income from wholly 
tax exempt obligations of $1,253,016 
and from partly exempt of $7273. 
They paid an average of 41.82 per 
cent of their total net income, or 
$5,904,518, into the Treasury in in- 
come taxes and had previously paid 
$465,991 in other taxes which could 
be deducted from gross’ income. 
This group owned a total of $37,- 
890,170 worth of wholly tax exempt 
securities and $750,382 of the part- 
ly exempted. 

Other Holdings. 

The two taxpayers in the $1,500, 
000 to $2,000,000 bracket owned only 
$766,500 worth of wholly tax ex- 
empts and $550,300 of partly tax ex- 
empts. The interest received on the 
wholly tax exempts amounted to 
$21,099 and on the fsartly exempt 
$7320. These two taxpayers had a 
total income of $6,427,000, a net in- 
come of $5,250,023. They paid $2,- 
491,506, or 47.46 per cent of their 
net income into the Treasury in in- 
come taxes, and had paid $333,526 
in other taxes which they were al- 
lowed to deduct from gross income. 

From a percentage standpoint, 
the three taxpayers in the $2,000,- 
000 to $3,000,000 net income bracket 
were the hardest hit of the very 
rich. They paid 52.49 per cent of 
their net income in income taxes. 
Their gross income was $6,807,000, 
which was pared down to a com- 
bined net income of $6,579,585. 
Their Federal income tax amount- 
ed to $3,453,867 and they had paid 
other taxes amounting to $179,098. 
These three taxpayers owned $2,- 
235,600 worth of totally tax exempt 
obligations and $1,527,050 of partly 
tax exempt. The .income received 
from the wholly exempt amounted 
to $274,995; and on the partly ex- 
empt $57,400. 

There were no- taxpayers in the 
$3,000,000 to $4,000,000 bracket for 
1932. : 

The accompanying chart (print- 
ed on Page 2A) shows the amount 
of income received by the various 
income tax brackets on obligations 
wholly and partly tax exempt. 

Treasury’s Classifications. 

The Treasury report gave the fol- 
lowing definition of wholly and 
partly tax exempt Federal obliga- 
tions: 

“Wholly tax exempt obligations 
consist of securities the interest 
on which is wholly exempt from the 
normal income tax and surtax of 
the Federal Government. Partially 
tax-exempt obligations include 
securities of the Federal Govern- 
ment and certain issues the interest 
on the principal amount up to $5000

Both are in jail, Mathers here and 
Laska at Denver, Dwight Brantley, 
Chief of the Bureau of Investiga- 
tion here, announced. 

Theyare charged specifically with 
participation in the part of the 
$200,000 ransom that went to Al- 
bert Bates, one of the actual kid- 
napers, who is serving a life term 
at Alcatraz Island prison. Both 
lawyers participated in the Urschel 
trial, Mathers as co-counsel with 
his father for Harvey aBiley, and 
Laska as attorney for Bates. 

Three Others Indicted. 

Brantley disclosed that a Federal 
grand jury had indicted Clara 
Feldman, wife of Bates; Edward 
Feldman, her son, and Alvin Scott, 
her brother-in-law. These indict- 
ments grew out of the recovery of 
$46,000 of the ransom money in 
Oregon. 

“All of the evidence in possession 
of the Division of Investigation has 
been presented to the grand jury,” 
Brantley said.

A Coroner's jury returned a ver- 
dict of homicide at the inquest held 
today into the killing of Lawrence 
F, Zimmer by James (Jimmy) Ho- 
gan, near Hogan’s 3.2 beer saloon, 
the Hogan-King Tavern, 3100 Cass 
avenue, Saturday evening. 

Hogan was taken back to Dayton 
Street Police Station, where he has 
been held since his arrest, but will 
be released on bond after the Cir- 
cuit Attorney's office has recom- 
mended the amount of the bond. 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Mc- 
Laughlin said the bond would be 
required pending investigation by 
the grand jury. Hogan’s brother, 
Edward J. (Jelly Roll) Hogan, mem- 
ber-elect and former member of the 
Legislature, is understood to have 
arranged for the bond. 

Hogan, an ex-convict, survivor of 
the Egan-Hogan gang war, and 
chief figure in the Erris Pillow rob- 
bery and witness-murder case 0 
1921, made no statement at the in- 
quest. He said he acted on advice 
of his lawyer, Sigmund Bass. 

Two Witnesses’ Stories. 

Two witnesses testified that they 
were in Hogan’s place when, as they 
said, Zimmer, who had previously 
gone out, angry over the loss of a 
card game, returned and began fir- 
ing his .22-caliber revolver. At this 
time, the witnesses said, Hogan was 
in the washroom. They saw him 
come out, but, seeking shelter for 
themselves, neither of them saw him 
pursue Zimmer out of the place and 
across the street to Zimmer’s auto- 
mobile, where he was found soon 


|afterward, dying from four bullet 


wounds. Nor did they see the shoot- 
ing of Hogan, who suffered a slight 
wound in the right leg. These wit-

As to the card game, Pepper tes- 
tified that it was pinochle, for 
small stakes, and that Zimmer, 
failing to make a bid, accused the 
others of cheating. Pepper said 
he replied that the stakes were 
too small to cause cheating, that 
he and Cosmas quit the game and 
went to the bar, where they were 
standing when Zimmer entered, 
pointed his revolver at him and 
fired. Pepper dropped to the floor, 
where he lay until thes shooting 
was ovey. Cosmas fled by the back 
door, 

Policemen on Stand. 

Police witnesses testified to the 
finding of Zimmer in his automo- 
bile a few minutes before his death, 
and said he had his small caliber 
revolver in his right hand, con- 
taining six empty shells and one 
cartridge. Two empty .45-caliber 
shells, thought to have come from 
Hogan’s' automatic pistol, were 
found in the car, and four in the 
street. There were seven bullet 
holes in the machine, and marks 
of the smaller bullets in the &a- 
loon.

TSINAN, Shantung Province, 
China, Dec. 17.—A dispatch from 
Wuhu, Anhwei province, gives the 
details of the execution of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. C. Stam, American mis- 
sionaries.

A Chinese eyewitness said that 
the night before the execution the 
Stams were tightly -bound with 
cord and not’ permitted to lie 
down.

“We celebrate today in grateful 
appreciation of what you did at 
Kitty Hawk, N. C., 31 years ago, 
Dec. 17, 1903. 

“In showing us the way then suc- 
cessfully to take flight in a power- 
driven, heavier-than-air craft, you 
and your illustrious brother, the late 
Wilbur Wright, gave the world a 
new science—one possessing such 
tremendous possibilities that our 
experts have not beenable, as yet, 
to tell their limitations or the full 
scope of their usefulness. Great 
strides. however, have been made 
in developing this science of avia-

Mehtion Disorganization of 
Employes and Determin- 
ation of Manufacturers 
Always to Have a Sur- 
plus of Men.

DETROIT, Dec. 17.—Spokesmen 
of labor yesterday continued to in- 
sert in the records of the Presi- 
dent’s investigation of labor condi- 
tions in the automobile industry 
their versions of the reasons and 
remedies for seasonal employment 
fluctuations. 

William Dennison, business agent 
for the Society of Designing Engi- 
neers, and Matthew Smith, general 
secretary of the Mechanics’ Educa~ 
tional Society of America, were 
among those who testified before 
the board consisting of Leon Hen- 
derson, Richard H. Lansburgh and 
Isador Lubin. Like other leaders 
who appeared before the board, 
they urged a 30-hour week and an 


annual wage for workers in the 
industry. 

Dennison prefaced his remarks 
with the statement that his organi- 
zation “expects very:little from the 
hearing,” adding “the attitude of 
NRA toward us has been nothing 
less than insulting.” 

Seasonal Fluctuations. 

Dennison listed six reasons for 
seasonal fluctuations in the indus- 
try. They were: 

1. Disorganization of employes, 

2. The determination of manu- 
facturers to keep a surplus of 
Jjabor available. 

3. Trade schools which throw 
new crops of hopefuls into De 
troit each year. 

4. Simultaneous changes of 
models by all manufacturers. 

5. The speed-up system. 

6. General industrial chaos. 
To offset this, Dennison proposed 
an annual minimum wage of $3600 
a year for engineers and design- 
ers, a 30-hour week with time and 
one-half pay for overtime, and the 
granting to labor of a voice in the 
industry. 

Would Cut Dividends, 

Smith, like Dennison, urged a 30- 
hour week but proposed that no 
provisions be made for any addi- 
tional hours, He suggested a 

2500 annual minimum wage for 
tool and die makers and a $2000 
annual wage for production work- 
ers. » 

“If the annual wage and the 
shorter week mean that dividends 
have to be scaled down we insist 
that they be cut,” he said. 

Maurice Sugar, attorney for the 
Mechanics’ Educational Society, 
proposed unemployment insurance 
to be effective from the day the 
worker is laid off and to pay him 
the full amount necessary for a 
good living standard. He said such 
insurance should be financed by the 
employer or jointly by the employ- 
er and the Government. 

Saturday Night’s Hearing. 
The board Saturday night heard 
David Kaplan, research director of 
the International Association of 
Machinists recommend a shorten- 
ing of the work week and the use 
of company reserve funds to guar- 
antee a minimum wage during the 
slack season. 

Another spokesman 
Greer, leader of the Associated 
Automobile Workers of America. 
Greer demanded a yearly wage of 
$1800; a 35-hour week for main- 
tenance men, and a 30-hour week 
for production.

Ittvestigafion of financial trans- 
actions of the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission is sought by an inde- 
pendent committee of bondholders 
of which Prof. Charles A. Beard, 
New York economist and textbook 
writer, is chairman. Copies of a cir- 
¢ular issued by the committee, giv- 
ing reasons for such an inquiry, 
were received in St. Louis today by 
bondholders. 

One purpose of the committee, the 
cireular says, is to exclude from the 
reorganization of the railroad, now

ift the hands of the Federal Dit- 


trict Court under & debtof’s peti- 
tion, persons whose interests are 
adverse to those of the bondhold- 


ers. 

As an illustration of the type of 
transactions it thinks should be in- 
vestigated by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the committee 
cites the contract of the Missouri 
Pacific to purchase for $20,000,000 
terminal propefties at Kansas City 
and St. Joseph from the Alleghany 
Corporation, holding Company which 
also controlled the Missouri Pa- 
cific. This transaction has been 
challenged by the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation as a iarge 
creditor of the railroad, and hear- 
ings which are expected to deter- 
mine whether the contract shall be 
allowed to stand have been held 
before a special master. 

The committee asserts the prop- 
erties cost the Alleghany Corpora- 
tion only about $19,000,000 and that 
the Missouri Pacific made payments 
of $3,000,000 on the contract at a 
time when it was in financial straits 
and in need of all its funds for op-

“tt is important to have an of- 
ficial inquiry into thé conduct of 
Missouri Pacific affairs,” the cir 
cular states, “sd that all questiona- 
pie deals may be brought to light. 
This will facilitate lawsuits to 
bring back to the company much 
that it has lost, even though in the 
process it becomes necessary to 
reach not only corporations but also 
individuals behind the corporations. 
A thofough inquiry will also help 
to protect the bondholdérs and the 
public against an unsound reorgan- 
ization and against unsafe control 
of the property in the ftture. 

“Inquify should be condtcted by 
Government administrative authori- 
ties. Piecemeal or fragmentary ef- 
forts dealing with selected transac- 
tions will, in effect, defeat the in- 
terest’ of the bondholders and of 
the publie. Their protection will 
not be obtained by any method 
short of a governmental investiga- 
tion conducted by the Interstate 
Commercé Commission.”

PUERTO RICANS SEND URGENT 
APPEAL TO PRESIDENT FOR AID 


Reform League Demands Share of 
Benefits as Well as Burdens 


of New Deal. 
By the Associated Press. 


JUAN, Puerto Rico, Dec. 17. 
—The Civic Reform League of 
Puerto Rico sent a message to 
President Rocsevelt yesterday re- 
questing “that immediate attention 
be given to the situation here which 
is getting more serious every day.” 

“It is evident that lack of under- 
standing of our problems, and fail- 
ure to take intelligent and adequate 
action, are creating a condition 
which is rapidly leading to demor- 
alization and chaos,” the message 
said. 

“Puerto Rico faces disaster un- 
less prompt action is taken. Prom- 
ises no longer avail. We respect- 
fully demand to share the benefits 
of the new deal, as we do the bur- 
dens. The population is reaching 
a point where doubt is being  ex- 
pressed as to the value of our citi- 
zenship and the sincerity of pur- 
pose of the-Washington administra- 
tion.” 


GREEN SAYS RUSSIA HASN'T 
KEPT PROPAGANDA PLEDGE 


Communistic Activities Unabated in 
U. S., Labor Leader Tells 
House Committee. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Belief 
that Commfnistic activity in this 
country has continued unabated de- 
spite assurances exchanged when 
the United States recognized Soviet 
Russia was expressed today before 
the congressional investigators by 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Testifying before the _ special 
House committee studying alleged 
un-American , activities, the labor 
leader was reminded that when 
Russia was recognized Maxim Lit- 
vinoff promised that the Soviet 
would not sponsor Communistic 
movements in this country. : 

“The situation is just as bad since 
the Litvinoff pledge as _ before?’’ 
asked Thomas. Hardwick, commit- 
tee counsel. 

“There is no doubt about that,” 
Green replied. ‘We have been ex- 
tending recognition to the Soviet 
Government and doing a. lot- of 
things that I think are helping the 
Communists along.”

PERSONAL FRIEND OF STALIN 
HEADS LENINGRAD DISTRICT 


Man Who Was Communist Propa- 
gandist During War Succeeds 
Assassinated Official. 

By the AsSociated Press. 

LENINGRAD, Dec. 17. — A per- 
sonal friend and constant associ- 
ate of Joseph Stalin was appoint- 
ed yesterday Communist chieftain 
of the Leningrad district to suc- 
ceed Sergei Kiroff, assassinated 
here Dec. 1. He is Andre Alexan- 
drovich Zhdanov, now secretary of 
the Central Executive Committee 
of the Communist party and mem- 
ber of the Central Executive Com- 
mittee of the Soviet Union. His 
designation as secretary of the 
Leningrad party committee gives 
him all the offices held by Kiroff 
with the exception of membership 
in the Central Committee’s political 
bureau. 

Zhdanov, who is 38 years old, has 


been a revolutionist since 1912 and 
a member of the Communist party 
since 1915. During the World War 
he was a propagandist among the 
soldiers.

S. Threat, Which Will 
Cause Bad Feeling.

TOKIO, Dec. 17.—A Foreign Of- 
fice spokesman said today that 
from the standpoint of Japanese- 
American friendship the plan of 
of Chairman Vinson for a Nica- 
raguan Canal “is most untimely.” 

(Chairman Vinson of the House 
Naval Committee announced at 
Washington Saturday a proposal to 
have Congress authorize construc- 
tion of a $722,000,000 canal across 
Nicaragua for commercial and de 
fense purposes). 

Recalling that Vinson recently 
said the United States must build 
five ships to Japan’s three, the 
spokesman commented: “Mr. Vin- 
son apparently thinks that by 
threatening Japan with such posi- 
tive steps, America can make 
Japan yield in the London naval 
conversations. However, an en- 
tirely opposite result is most prob- 
able.” 

Commercial Requirements. 

The spokesman said the Panama 


canal still was sufficient for com- .

for military purposes. Therefore, 
he added, the announcement at this 
time, when the Government was 
considering fresh instructions to 
Ambassador Tsuneo Matsudaira at 
London, “must be considered un- 
fortunate.”

500 HELD IN PLOT TO MAKE 
BULGARIA A SOVIET STATE 


175 Soldiers Among Persons Arrest- 
ed; Plans to Seize Arsenals, 
Kill Officers Found. 

By the Associated Press 

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Dec. 17.—More 
than 500 persons, including 175 sol- 
diers, were arrested yesterday at 
Haskova in Southern Bulgaria, in 
what was said by police to have 
been a Communist conspiracy. 

Plans which fell into the hands 
of the authorities indicate the con- 
spirators intended to seize all army 
arsenals, kill all officers and non- 
commissioned officers and estab- 
lish a Soviet state. Raiding the 
homes of the suspects, police found 
quantities of arms, anti-Govern- 
ment handbills and other propagan- 
da material. - 

The leader of the movement was 
said to be a Communist named 
Stoeff, who, with six companions, 
recently raided the town of Os- 
trotz and plundered the municipal 
treasury. He was taken pirsoner. 
Six Communists, five of whom were 
soldiers, recently were hanged as

ARTHUR PREUSS 


Editor and Writer Suffered 
Heart Attack After Illness 
From Arthritis. 


Arthur Preuss, owner and editor 
of the Fortnightly Review and a 
widely known theologian.and writer 
on scientific subjects, died yester- 
day of arthritis at Jacksonville, 
Fla., where he had gone for his 
health. 

Mr. Preuss, who was 63 years old, 
and resided at 5851 Etzel avenue, 
suffered a severe attack of ar- 
thritis, which affected his heart, be- 
fore leaving St. Louis last month. 
With him when he died were his 
mother, Mrs. Concordia Preuss; his 
wife, Mrs. Pauline Preuss, 
daughter, Mrs. John 
Funeral arrangements are awaiting 
their arrival here with the body. 

Began Career as Reporter. 

Beginning his journalistic career 
as a youth, Mr. Preuss worked as 
a reporter in St. Louis and Chicago, 
and then became assistant to his 
father, the late Dr. Edward Preuss, 
editor of the St. Louis Daily Ameri- 
ca, a German language newspaper. 
His preparatory education was _ re- 
ceived at Canisius College, Buffalo,

The arms of Don Garcia, two 
wolves, passant, are carved in the 
upper right corner of the muséum’'s 
altar, and those of Dona : Maria, 
five poplar leaves, are in the upper 
left cornér. 

The Church of San Pedro, and 
with it the Osorio’s chapel, was torn 
down early in this century. Sculp- 
tures from the church and chapel 
passed into the hands of museums 
and private collectors. Fragments 
of the tomb of Don Garcia and 
Dona Maria were acquired by the 
Victoria and Albert Museum in 
London, the Fitzwilliam Museum at 
Cambridge, the Metropolitan in New 
York, and the museum of Worches- 
ter, Mass. 

While the Citv Art Muséum ac- 
quisition is assembled in the -Ro- 
manésque gallery as a complete al- 
tar, it is thought likely that origi- 
nally it was the retable of the 
chapel's altar, that decorative por- 
tion above and bevond the altar ta- 
ble.
